It is quite within the hounds 
of possibility that the best form of can- 
nl will be a sea level cniml with a tidnl 
loci- onlv at one end and that the cost 
of it nmv exceed- tho $200,000,000 in the 
mind of congress by at least $100.000,000

SECURITIES CASE 


WASHINGTON, April 3—In the su- 
reme court of the United Stntes today 


_.ic chief justice handed down the opinion 
of the court in the case of Harriman vs. 
the Northern Securities company, the de- 
cision in which was announced several 
..eeks ago. The motion for the immedi- 
ate issuance of the mandate wns denied, 
the date for issuance being fixed for 
April 17. 


After stating the case at length the 


chief justice said:

Charlcs Alshuler, aged 76, one of the 


best known and most prominent citizens 
and business men of Racine, died early 
this morning in the St. Joseph hospital, 
Milwaukee, where he has been the last 
ten days and was operated upon.. 


Announcement of his demise came en- 


tirely unexpected and was a shock to 
the community, few knowing that he 
was ailing and confined in the hospital. 
Expressions of sorrow were heard on all 
sides. 


During the past year Mr. Alshuler had 


not been in tho best of health and at 
times retired from his busy every day 
life. He suffered from an internal dis- 
ease and nn operation was advised. He 
rallied from the operation, but there was 
a relapse and death ensued. 


BORN IN GERMANY- 


Charles Alshuler was born at Speyer, 


on the Hhine, Germany, and his earlier 
education was acquired in that country. 
Fiftv-five years ago ho came to America 
and'settlcd in the state of Illinois and 
until twenty years ago, when he came to 
Racine., he lived in that state, most of 
the time in Chicago, where he was m 
business. 


Arriving in this city he established^ 


small overall factory nnd soon organiz- 
ed tho Charles Alshuler Manufacturing 
company, which grew to one of the larg- 
est.in .this section of the west and he 


its «rst president, holding the posi- 


tion to the time of this demise. Tlis 
two sons, A. Alshuler and Frank Al- 
shuler were with him in the factory. 


Being a careful and conservative busi- 


nss man Mr. Alshuler soon became one 
of the most solid in the city and his 
judgment was sought after by many. 


MASON OVED 30 YEARS. 


Besides being a leader in tlic manufac- 


turing business ho was one of the oldest 
members of the Masonic fraternity in 
this country. • He was made a Mason in 
Terro Haute, Indiana. April IS, 1904,

Jrom Zeigler, HI., 13 miles from here eays 
twenty miners were killed and eighteen 
wounded in a gas explosion in the Joseph.

According to reports received here, the 


entire opening of the mine at the surface 
is wrecked. Although the e.tplosion a 
attributed to gas, suspicion exist* that 
there may have been another cause. Only 
nine union men are employed in the 
mine since the strike for increased wages 
some months ago resulting in riots and 
the presence of militia and armed guards. 
The last of the troops were recently 
withdrawn, although reports -were cur- 
rent that there had been attempts to 
bribe officials to permit outsiders to gain- 
entrance to the mine, the supposed object 
being to make the 
mine unworkable. 


State Mine Inspector Atkinson reported 
at his last examination of the shaft that 
ISO men were employed in two shafts. 
The explosion is reported to have occurr- 
ed as the two shifts were changing today.

not, Mince Words Over 


Rockefeller Gift. 


COLUMBUS, 0., April 1.—Dr. Wash- 


ington Gladden today again vigorously 
answers II. H. Rogers, vice president of 
the Standard Oil company, regarding the 
gift of J. D. Rockefeller. Dr. Glnddcn 
says: 


"Mr. Rogers says that I would not 


trust tho ten commandments for ten 
days with the deacons of my church be- 
cause they would surely break some of 
them nnd bend others. I surely would 
not, I hope that these commandments 
aro in stronger power than the deacons 
of any church, that power in which they 
will not be twisted for the benefit of Mr. 
Rogers or any one else. 


"Mr. Rogers snys that under Mr. Lin- 


coln's emancipation proclamation, slav- 
ery wan legal in certain sections. But it 
wns just as much an nbominntlon and a 
curse in those regions, us in the regions 
where it was abolished. Mr. Lincoln did 
not touch it there because he had no 
power. Tho rebates of the Standard Oil 
company were just as outrageous before 
the law was passed forbidding them as 
they were afterward, nnd the methods 


which under the law, the Standard 


Oil company is now overpowering and 
oppressing its competitors are just ns 
wrongful as wore the rebates. The posi- 
tion that wro^g doing is to be condoned 
so long as it is done under cover of laws, 
or by evasion, of the law is ono thnt 
Christian ministers, or missionary socie- 
ties ought not to take."

Glndden and the list includes some of 
Dr. Gladden'* most intimate friends.

affair," said Dr. Gladden, "but I am sure 
they have given the subject only super- 
ficial consideration."

CHICAGO, April 1.—A proventntive of 


cprcbro-spinol meningitis, "spotted fever" 
the dread plcague which is ravaging Xcw 
York and eastern cities and from which 
at least one death, that of an S year old 
girl, occurred in Chicago yesterday, has 
been suggested by Dr. W. J. Gloss of the 
city health department. An atomizer, a 
little carbolic ncid, and water are the 
safeguards. 


"Tho disease is contracted through the 


throat," said Dr. Class. 


"While the most reliable preventativc 


consists in staying away from infected 
place? and in perfect cleanliness the dis- 
infection of the air passages should help 
to ivnrd off the disease. 


"Use an atomizer and spray the nasal 


passages and throat with water, contain- 
ing 1 per cent of cnrbolic acid. The dis- 
ease is not fls contagious as scarlet fever. 
It begins with a severe 
headnchc and 


vomiting. I do not believe that the dis- 
ease will become dangerous in Chicago." 


MANY DEATHS IX THE EAST. 
NEW YORK, April L—There were 


twenty-one deaths yesterday in New 
York city from cerebro spinal meningitis, 
an increase of 25 per cent over Thursday. 
These figures include the deaths in all 
boroughs between noon Thursday and 
noon Friday. This brings the total of 
deaths since Saturday noon up to 123. 
The disease is therefore still on the in- 
crease. Health Commissioner 
Darling 


said last night: 


"No one can now say when the disease 


will come to an end; it may not be before 
May." 


There have been 081 deaths from cere- 


bro spinal meningitis in New York since 
Jan. 1. 


ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAYS 


Census Bureau Report Shows in Interesting Detail, Opera- 


tions of Companies, Passengers "Car- '' 


.ried, Accidents, etc. 
• -'- 


CAUSED 455,000 DEATHS 


Declared That Number of Infanta Died 


from Food Polnonlnir. 


CHICAGO, April 1.—Members of the 


executive committee of the National As- 
sociation of state dairy and food depart- 
ments met here today to arrange a pro- 
gram for the annual convention of the 
organization to be held in Portland, Ore. 


Reports are to be submitted showing 


that 455.000 infunts died in the United 
States lust year from the effects of food 
poisons. Tlie grnnt mortality among in- 
fants due to impure foods is wild by J. 
N. tlurty, secretary of the Indiana board 
of health, to Imvc- reached 1)5 per cent ot 
the totnl deaths unions children,in the 
United States last year. 


The bureau of the census has just! 


published an exhaustive report on street 
and electric railways for the year ending ^ 
June 30, 1902, prepared under the super- 
vision of Mr. W. M. Steuart, chief statis- 
tician for manufactures. 


Tho report treats of methods of in- 


stalling and operating interurban sys- 
tems, handling passengers, freight, mail, 
express ,etc. Statistics are 
presented 


showing the growth of mileage and traf- 
fic, and the effect of dovelopment upon 
the distribution of the population. 


Among the other subjects considered 


in this volume are capitalization, rela- 
tion of expenditures to receipts, general 
financial results, terms 
of 
franchise, 


rates. of fare, accidents, safety appli- 
ances, and the wages and conditions of 
labor. 


The following are statistics of interest 


collected from tho report: 


The first passenger ear ever construct- 


ed for a street railway was used in New 
York city in tho third decade of the last 
century. This car was drawn by horses 
over strap rails laid on stone ties. Im- 
provements introduced during the next 
forty years were principally in details, 
but the introduction of the cable system 
in 1873 was a decided advance in motive 
power. 


During the twelve years from 1800 to 


1002 the total single track mileage for 
street nnd electric railways 
increased 


from 8,123 to 22,577. 


Tho mileage of the electric lines in- 


creased from 1,262 to 21,907, while there 
was a decrease for the lines operated 
by other motive power. 


In proportion to its area, Massachu- 


setts has much more electric railway 
mileage than any other state. 


The average length of track per oper- 


ating 
company increased 
from 
10.50 


miles to 27.63 miles during the same per- 


iod. 


The increase in mileage was accompan- 


ied by corresponding increases as fol- 
lows: 
Coet of construction and equip- 


ment $389,357,280 to 82,167.634,077, or 
456.7 per cent; operating expenditures, 
from $62,011,185 to $142,312,5(17, or 120.5 
per cent; number of passenger cars, 
from 32,505 to 00,200, or 35.5 per cent; 
number of fare passenger-; carried, from 
2,023,010,202 to 4,774,211,004, or 136 per 
cent; and number of employes, from 70,- 
7G4 to 140,700, or OS.n per cent. 


There were. 66,734 cars of all classes in 


the United States in Ifl02. Of this num- 
ber, 00,290 were passenger cnrs and 6,- 
404 were cnrs used for express and other 
purposes. There were 1,114 cars devoted 
soley to express, freight and mail busi- 
ness. 


Tlie largest number of cars of 
nil 


classes for any state was reported for 
New York, the number being 14.040. 


About half of all the cars in the Unit- 


ed Slates were equipped with heating ap- 
paratus, 10,021 being heated by electric- 
ity, and 11,138 by stoves, hot water, or 
other contrivances. 


The report shows also that 62.360 cars, 


or 03.4 per cent of the total number were 
lighted. Of these 55,703 were furnished 
with electric lights. 


Tlie total number of passengers car- 


ried was 5.830,615,296, of which 1,062,- 
403,392, or 18.2 per cent, were transfer 
passengers. 


Five cents is the almost universal rate 


of fare for the urban lines in the United 
States, although more than one-third of 
the companies offer lower rates-under 
certain conditions. Frequently six, tick- 
ets aro sold for 25 cents. 


Tho average number of rides per in- 


habitant advanced from 32 in 1SDO to 63 
in 1902 for the country- .is a whole, while 
tho advance' for the urban population 
was from OS to 168. 


Statistics show that in 1002 tho street 


and electric lines of the United States 
carried more than seven time? as many 
fare passengers us tho steam railways. 


The receipts from 
passengers 
were 


$392.963,248 for 
steam 
railways, nnd 


$233,821,548 for street railways. 


The average number of salaried ofli 


ci»ls and clerks employed by the street 
railway companies of the United States 
in 1902 was 7,128 and the average num- 
ber of wage earners was 133.641. The 
salaries paid amounted to $7,439,718, and 
the 
wages to $80,770,449. The 
wages 


olono formed 56.S per cent of the total 
operating expenses of the street railway 
companies. 
' 
The highest wages were reported in 


Montana nnd the lowest, in Alabama, 
Arkansas, Georgia, North Carolina, and 
Tennessee. 


The accident statistics show that dur- 


ing the year 1,213 persons were killed 
and 47,429 were injured by street rail- 
way lines. Of the total number killed 
205 were passengers, 122 were employes, 
and 831 were persons on foot or riding 
in vehicles other than street cars; of the 
injured 26,690 were passengers, 3,609 
were- employes, and 17,040 were other 
persons. 


Ono passenger wns killed for every 18,- 


015,804 fare passengers carried, and one 
was injured for every 178,870 passengers. 
The rate of accident for the wage earn- 
ers was ono killed out of 1,0(15 find one 
injured out of 36. This rate is very 
much lower than tliornte for steam mil- 
roads, 
for which one employe out 
of 


every 401 was killed and one out of 
every 24 was injured. 


One of tho most important factors in 


street railway progress has been the 
combination 
of formerly 
independent 


railways into great systems. The intro- 
duction of mechanical traction, especial- 
ly electric traction, developed 
a much 


stronger tendencj' toward consolidation 
than existed before. 


Legislation permitting municipalities 


to own and operate street railways has 
recently been enacted in a, number of 
states. There is, however, no instance 
in the United States of municipal opera- 
tion of a. street railway. 


The leading instances of municipal 


ownership and private operation are the 
subways in Boston nnd New York. 


The electric railway has given a pow- 


erful impetus to suburban life, not only 
for residence but also for manufactur- 
ing purposes. 


The effect of street railways in con- 


centrating business is evident, although 
there tire no satisfactory statistics re- 
garding the degree to which the business 
of cities has become concentrated in nar- 
row areas. 


BILL WILL BE APPROVED 


Aldermanic Deduction Measure 


to Pass the Assembly. 


Senate Having1 Favored Legislation, 


the Lower House Then Killed 


Its fhyn Bill. 


Tho reports sent out from Madison 


in regard to the aldermnnic reduction 
bill, -while they were true in all respects, 
failed to plnce tlie true light on that im- 
portant piece of legislation. Assembly- 
mam William Bell arrived in the city 
last evening and he. was seen in regard 
to tho matter and asked for an explana- 
tion. Ho places an. entirely 
different 


light on the subject and explains clearly 
the action of the assembly in regard to 
tho bill indefinitely postponed. 


When the matter of the reduction of 


the aldermen from two to one in eneh 
ward wns brought out two bills were in- 
troduced 
along 
this 
line. One was 


brought out in the assembly and anoth- 
er in the senate. The latter body con- 
sidered its moosure early in the session 
and it was recently pa.ssed by that body 
and sent to the assembly for concur- 
rence. In view of this action by the 
senate the assembly voted to indefinite- 
ly postpone its bill and concur in the ao 
tion of the senate on its measure. The 
senate bill wili. be passed by the assem- 
ly this coming week and all of the cities 
in the state will then be given an oppor- 
tunity to cut down the number of its 
aldermen if it so shooscs, the senate 
measure leaving that question with the 
city council;-, themselves. 


PROPOSED ACTION IX BACIXE. 


Xow that the matter of the reduction 


in the number of aldermen in a ward 
will be optional with the city councils it 
can be expected that some action toward 
a reduction will be commenced in Racine 
as soon as the assembly concurs in the 
action, of the senate in the matter. It 
is well known that the officials are of 
tho opinion that since the forming of 
new wards here the council has become 
too cumbersome a body 
for 
effective 


work, nnd a reduction will take pl.icp. 
This will not be accomplished by the 
present council, however, as clretion is 
but a few dnys off and new aldermen 
will be elected to fill tho vacancies which 
will occur. As soon as the new body 
has been organized, however, action to- 
ward accomplishing this reduction will 
at ouce be taken. 


EFFECT OX SALARY QI.rESTIOX. 
Xow that the senn.to measure will be 


concurred in by the assembly the local 
officials believe that the voters will de- 
cide in favor of a small snlnry for the 
remaining eleven aldermen. The power 
of voting themselves salaries is vested in 
tlie aldermen, but the groat majority of 
them, while appreciating the fact that 
they ore entitled to some compensation, 
arc averse to acting on the question 
themselves and have placed the matter 
before ^the people to get their opinion. 


HYDE TO KEEP SILENCE

If the railroad 
shall refuse or neglect to make the chan- 
ges demanded by the complainant within 
the time fixed by the commission^ the 
commission shall proceed to investigate 
the same ns hereinbefore provided, and 
if, upon such investigation, the rate or 
rates, fares, charges, or classifications so 
complained of shall be foun(W,o be unrea- 
sonable or unjustly discriminatory, or 
the service shall be found to be inade- 
quate, the commission shall have power 
to substitute therefor such rate or rates, 
fares, charges, or classifications ns it shall 
deem reasonable as provided herein, and 
to make such order respecting such ser- 
vice as it shall 
deem reasonable. 
The 


commission may, when complaint is made 
of more than one rate or charge, order 
separate hearings thereon, and may con- 
sider and determine the several matters 
complained of separately and at 
such 


tiroes ns it may prescribe.

The two most ini- 
lortant amendments are those somewhat 
modifying tho provisions relating to the 
employes in the state reformatory, char- 
itable and penal institutions, and bring- 
ing all legislative- employes under the 
act. The section relating to the state 
institutions gives the 
superinU'iulcnts 


more leeway in the employment and dis- 
charge of niembws of their forces. 
The 


superintendents arc given thirty days in 
which to arrange positions under them 
into classified lists. The position of sec- 
retary of the board of control and those 
of all boards and commissions are ex- 
empted. 


THE UNCLASSIFIED LIST. 


The officers or employes in the un- 


classified service include all 'those elect- 
ed by the people: all in any department 
for the creation of which a vote of two- 
thirds of all the members elected to the 
legislature i.s required; presidents, deans, 
superintendents, warden of the state 
prison, principals, professors, instructors, 
scientific staff, and other teachers in the 
university, normal, or public schools, or 
other sta'tc institutions; the library staff 
of any library maintained wholly or in 
part by state expense; nil persons ap- 
pointed by name in the statutes and leg- 
slative officers who are not legislative 
employes. 


One'of the amendments provides that 


consideration to locality or 
residence 


shall be given in the appointment of per- 
sons under the act so that all sections of 
the state shall be fairly represented in 
the public service. 


The. bill will 'probably come up for 


consideration at the end of next week 
or the beginning of tho succeeding week, 
and a spirited contest is expected to de- 
velop over it on the floor of the bouse.
